A Big Step 


HE action of the Central Alberta Hockey 

League in breaking with the Alberta Amateur 
Hockey Association has both its good points and 
its bad. It will save this league, which if it op- 
erates as was decided on in Lacombe, is’ strictly 
an outlaw league, a powerful sum of money. 
There is no doubt as to that. It will, further- 
more, make the provincial play-off for the Black 
and Morgan cups little more than a farce, with 
no more than two leagues competing in the “pro- 
vincial” finals. 

The fees of registration, percentage “cuts” on 
hockey gates, and membership fees to the A.A.H.A. 
have always been a drain on the revenue of the 
Central Alberta Hockey League. This expenditure 
will be eliminated by the League this year if their 
decision to operate “outlaw” hockey goes through. 
Furthermore, they will be able to continue their 
League schedule throtigh until the end of Feb- 
ruary, with the league play-offs scheduled for 
early March. Under the Morgan and Black cup 
play-off rulings, the League schedule must be 
wound-up within the first half of February, and 
this necessarily calls for a’ short League. schedule. 

The A.A.H.A. has the one lever with which 
to force the League to change its idea of operat- 
ing. They have the power to bar each and every 
hockey player competing in this league from or- 
ganized hockey in future years—and that one 
prop is quite a lever, It’s a big step for the 
hockey League to take, this breaking away from 
the A.A.H.A,, and in turn from the Canadian Ama- 
teur Hockey Association. ‘Will they definitely 
take it? ,

isillusionment in the Saar 


HE Saar Valley might be called the “land of 

forgotten promises,” if a report recently 
printed in .a prominent United States paper is 
correct, This report paints a picture of Nazi force 
and rule at its worst—it tells a woeful picture of 
the promises made by the German Government 
prior to the Saar plebiscite of 1935. These prom- 
ises painted glowing pictures of incredsed em- 
ployment, of the building of a canal to cheapen 
transportation rates, and of long gas lines to pro- 
vide this utility to all parts of the Valley. But 
what has been done in the Saar Valley? The re- 
port answers this question by saying : 

“Today the people of the Saar think with 
bitterness of all these promises which have been 
left unfulfilled . . the whole Saar has become 
one immense fortress. Sappers, infantry and ar- 
tillery are quartered there, some of them on the 


_ population, while every school and hall is full 


of soldiers and men from the labor service. 


“The management of an armaments works 
was ordered by telephone to have ready ten per 
cent of the workers to be transported to work on 
fortifications immediately. When it was pointed 
out that the factory Was itself working on arma- 
ments contracts, the person issuing the command 
said that that made no difference and that the 
workers would have to be ready. The workers 
are changed every fourteen days and are forced 
to obey like soldiers.” 

The report goes on to state that “Up till now 
an immense increase in production has always 
been recorded and shown to be accurate, and the 
people are therefore asking what is the reason 
for this terrific loss, since no capital investment 
has been made.”

Country ‘Woman

Reading a newspaper the other day, I noticed 
a drug store advertisement of Insulin, giving 
prices of two or three kinds, and many sizes, and 
I wondered how many people reading this would 
pause for a moment, and ponder on how quickly 
a seven-days wonder ¢an become a commonplace, 
and be “taken for granted.” Not so many years 
ago, when a human being became a victim of dia- 
betes, it was just too bad—Nature would have to 
be allowed to take its course, ending in inevitable 
death, Dr. Banting found an antidote, which was 
hailed as a life-line to all sufferers from diabetes; 
now, in a few years, it is a commercialized propo- 
sition, and taken for granted by the majority of 
people. 

Thinking along these lines, I came to the con- 
clusion that we are rather prone to “take things 
for granted,” accepting every-day wonders as a 
matter of course. I believe it is a kind of mental 
laziness, to which we are all addicted. The won- 
ders of the sun, moon, and stars are everyday 
occurrences, and the only thing which would 
make us. seriously consider them at all, would be, 
if one of them ceased to function “according to 
Hoyle.” In the same way, we accept the price- 
less gifts of sight, hearing, and speech. Our feet, 
our hands, our bodies are very every-day affairs, 
until something goes wrong, and only then do we 
realize to the full the miracle of these senses and 
servitors. 


It is only about fifteen years ago that a 
“radio” was a rarity, now it is part and parcel of 
every-day life, not only furnishing us with educa- 
tion and entertainment, but frequently saving life 
through its ability to bridge distance “without 
visible means of support.” 


This rather lazy mental attitude makes us 
accept all our public services with the same 
phlegm, and it takes something approaching an 
earthquake to shake us into an alert mental atti- 
tude. I feel that this may have disastrous conse- 
quences for us. If we don’t take care, we will 
have Communism or Fascism right in our midst 
before we realize it. 


There is a film, entitled 
Peace,” which is being shown in many parts of 
Canada. It is a collection of facts and figures, of 
armies and armaments, with short summaries of 
the lives of Mussolini, Hitler and Stalin. The an- 
nexu:ion of Austria, the Russian struggle, together 
with some very gruesome and ghastly pictures of 
the bombing of civilians in China and Spain, are 
also shown in uncensored pictures. “The night I 
saw this film, the theatre was very sparsely 
filled, foreign-speaking people being vastly in the 
majority, They, apparently, were the only ones 
particularly interested to see things for them- 
selves, and judge accordingly, instead of being 
satisfied to take the censored reports of the news 
agencies. The only sign of enthusiasm was when 
Communism or Stalin were mentioned. 


Now, apart from any beliefs we may hold, 
it seems a great pity that Canadians do not take 
an active interest in these things, which are 
touching, and will touch more nearly, our daily 
lives. We read these facts, often censored, about 
the increased armies of the world, the mad 
armainent race-that is going on, but it is only 
when these facts are all gathered together under 
one heading that one can appreciate to the full 
their awfulness. Most of us, when we stop to 
think a minute, know. that Germany has now more 
territory in Europe than in 1914, but see it traced 
bit by bit, before your very eyes, and it means 
a whole lot more to you. (You can accomplish 
almost the same result by taking an old map and 
tracing in the new boundaries yourself.) The Ital- 
ian conquest of Ethiopia, we know, means a 
greater Italy; Franco holds a large percentage of 
Spain. But, do we pause to consider these three 
facts together? If we do not, we do not realize 
the menace of the large Fascist bloc which now 
dominates Europe. 


So it goes on! In our every-day lives we take 
for granted that this and that will always be so, 
and often it is not until a change is an accom- 
plished fact that we wake up. Did every Mother 
and Father take a real working interest in their 
rural schools until these matters passed nearly out 
of their hands? No; but then there were meet- 
ings, discussions, petitions and protests, men and 
women realizing for the first time facts that they 
should have studied for years. In the flurry of 
trying to get into the argument on the subject, 
much information, some right, some wrong, gets 
into print, confusing the issue, and muddling 
those people who are trying to really get the cor- 
rect slant on the change which some progressive 
minds are advocating. We say we are proud to be 
Canadian citizens, but do we take our citizenship 
seriously enough? 

There is one bright spot on the horizon, and 
that is in the very sincere effort in this Province 
to further interest in Adult Education. A short 
course of Adult Education is held at Olds during 
the summer, and the Department of Extension of 
the University of Alberta is sponsoring some ex- 
cellent short courses for winter study. If our 
Canadian citizenship does mean anything to us 
here is an opportunity to learn and study, and put 
ourselves in the position of not having to take 
everything for granted, as we WILL know some 
of the answers! 

To sum up, do we all enjoy like to the full? 
We eat, we drink, we sleep, we go about our 
daily life; but, do we allow others to do our 
thinking for us, and let life drift along, taking 
things as they come, until some incident, catas- 
trophic or otherwise, brings to our notice that 
things are not going the way we wanted of even 
expected they were going. We wake up then; 
but often too late to turn the tide of events. 

Taking things for granted may be the easier 
way, but it is apt to bring disillusionment and 
adversity.

EDMONTON,.-—Conservation of 
oil and gas in the Turner Valley 
field—the artificial restriction of 
production in order to preserve 
the market—continued to occupy 
the special session of the Alberta 
Legislature this week, with indi- 


‘cations that the House would 


continue to sit for several days. 

Some division of opinion marked 
debates in the House itself and 
in its committees on the subject. 
The fact that in the past members 
of the Social Credit side have 
jeered at artificial restriction of 
production of other products in 
various parts of the world—such 
as coffee in Brazil and grain in 
the United States, when those 
products are needed in the world 
—imade it difficult for some of 
the members to approve the con- 
servation idea at home. 

It was revealed during the 
hearings that the Alberta Gov- 
ernment is paying the chairman 
of its Conservation Board, W. F. 
Knode, who was brought in from 
Texas, $1000 a month for his 
work, and that the other two 
Board members are getting sub- 
stantial salaries, too. 


Going te Ottawa 

Premier William Aberhart’s 
announcement that he would go 
to Ottawa as soon as he could 
get away from the session, in 
order to talk with the Federal 
Government about refunding of 
Alberta’s $16,000,000 public debt, 
was an indication to observers 
here that the Provincial Govern- 
ment thinks it is going to be able 
to get the backing of American 
finance—providing the Dominion 
Government will take over the 
responsibility by guaranteeing 
the Province’s obligations. 

Thus the Province is going 
right back to the position in 
which it stood three years ago, 
when the Dominion Government 
offered to make provincial debt 
refunding possible providing the 
Alberta Government allowed the 
Dominion to have some voice in 
affairs in which it would invest 
a huge sum. That is, the Domin- 
ion wanted to establish a loan 
council which would consist of 
one representative of the Feder- 
al Government, one of the Pro- 
vincial Government, and one of 
the Bank of Canada, which would 
handle the refunding. 

Aberhart and his Government 
refused to give the Dominion any 
rights at all in the matter and 
therefore passed up Alberta’s op- 
portunity. It is indicated now 
that instead of keeping control of 
the refunding loans within Can- 
ada, 
Government prefers to hand it 
over to American financiers, 
dealing through H. B. Reed and 
J. J. Sousa of Los Angeles. The 
Government has refused so far to 
state openly the terms on which 
it is dealing. 


Financing Not Balanced 

Out-of-balance financing to the 
extent of a $2,768,066 surplus on 
income account was shown by a 
report on public accounts for the 
last fiscal year, which ended 
March 31 last, in an analysis 
made public by Provincial Treas- 
urer Solon Low after being re- 
quested by Conservative Leader 
D. M. Duggan. Those accounts 
take no notice of capital and in- 
terest defaults of close to $20,- 
000,000 during the past three 
years, on the Province’s fiscal ob- 
ligations. 

That report was accompanied 
by an official announcement that 
the Government is going to hold 
back about $10,000 of the funds 
which it is supposed to grant to 
the Edmonton Public School 
Board. 

The Government has held back 
half its interest due on its bonds 
held by the School Board, with 
the result that the School Board 
has lost more than $30,000 to the 
Government. The Board decided 
to establish the same treatment 
toward the Government and pay 
it half interest on the School 
Board bonds held by the Govern- 
ment.

VICTORIA, B.C. — To avoid 
recurrence Of the serious unem- 
ployment situation which culmi- 
nated in riots in Vancouver last 
summer, the Federal and British 
Columbia Governments are plan- 
ning a joint works program for 
single homeless unemployed dur- 
ing the winter.

Local Well Digger 
Unearths Relics 
Of Long Ago 


Glimpses of: the far distant past 
of this district are received every 
so often in the form of unearthed 
flints, sea shells and crystallized 
rock. Mr. D. F, Belknap, well 
digger of the Lacombe district, 
recently exhibited an axe head 
which he had dug from the 
ground 54 feet beneath the sur- 
face. It is a perfectly shaped 
stone, gouged and worn away to 
provide shape for an implement 
of war—or of peace. As heavy 
as a chunk of lead, the stone was 
found south of Alix. 

Mr. Belknap also informed the 
Globe that he had unearthed 
other treasures of the past—a 
crystallized shell, a fish, petri- 
fied in a rock, was also dug up 
only four miles south of La- 
combe. Mosf of these relics of 
the past are found from 40 feet 
to 60 feet beneath the surface of 
the ground.

“What do you think of this 
wheat?” asked an Elevator Agent. 


“That certairily is a lovely-look- 
ing sample,” I said. “Plump, of 
a fine deep red color, Why, that’s 
almost show wheat.” 


“Sure it is,’ said the Agent, 
“and it’s also a good joke on 
you.” :

“Well, that comes from a field 
that you classed as no good last 
summer.
